Big Robot Bomb | 
Blasts Hospital

German robot bomb, fired blindiy 
from somewhere on the French 
coast, crashed into a London hos- 
pital at dawn today, killing at least 
four patients and trapping a num- 
ber ef others under tons of flaming 
wreckage.

ously, largely because the projectile 
exploded in an anesthetics dispens- 
ary which was empty at the time. 
The dispensary was turned into 
an inferno within a matter of sec-

The subject, which had been be- 
fore the committtee previously, was 
revived by G. C, Papineau-Coutre 
of Montreal, acting for Hon. Leon 
Casgrain, attorney general of Que- 
bec, who asked that a proposed 
amendment to the Bank act pro- 
viding that balances unclaimed 
after 10 years should be transferred 
¢ o Bank of Canada be de- 
eted. 


RIGHT TO CLAIM 


The depositor or his heirs would 
have the right at any time to claim 
the deposit from the Bank of Can- 
ada with interest for a maximum of 
20 years. 

W. H. Moore (L., Ontario) com- 
mittee chairman, reported he had 
received a telegram from Hon. J. H. 
MacQuarrie, Nova Scotia attorney 
general, supporting Quebec's posi- 
tion that the step the governmeni 
proposed taking was an infringe- 
ment on civil rights which were a 
matter of provincial jurisdiction. 

Under present Quebec law de- 
posits unclaimed after 30 years 
become the property of the pro- 
vince, Mr. Papineau-Couture said 
there was an implication in the 
new legisiation that the deposits 
would ultimately become the pro- 
perty of the Bank of Canada. 

Finance Minister Ilsley said the 


primary objective was that the right | 


of depositors should be protected 
indefinitely. There was a tendency 
on the part of the provinces to take 
the position that they could claim 
deposits after a certain period. 

“We don't like to see that hap- 
pen,” the minister said. “We want 
the deposit to always be available 
to the depositor no matter when he 
claims it.”

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Cancellation of Debt 


Premier T. C. Douglas of Saskatche- 
wan has announced that he is urging upon 
the federal apg a proposal for a 
settlement of the province's $17,000,000 
seed advance debt which contemplates the 
forgiveness of interest and the assumption 
by Ottawa of responsibility for hal the 
principal. 

These seed advances go back to 1938, 
following the drought year of 1937, and 
amount to $14,000,000 in principal and 
$3,000,000 in interest. The loan is subject 
3 renewa! for another two years on July 

Under the 1938 agreement, bank notes 
to cover the seed grain advances were 
signed by the farmers and endorsed by the 
municipalities, the provincial government 
and the federal government. 

Premier Douglas’ proposal to cancel 
this farm debt interest and make adjust- 
ments where payments have already been 
made appears to be a sound proposition. It 
is one of the first major operations of the 
CCF government in Saskatchewan. 

It is interesting and significant to note, 
however, that the CCF method of dealing 
with farm debt does no more than follow 
the precedent already laid down in Alberta 
—where something of the same thing has 
already been done, only much more ex- 
tensively and effectively. 

Since 1935, a total of $42,000,000 of 
debt has been cancelled by the Manning 
Government as follows:

Here, then, is a quaint political para- 
dox. In Alberta, the CCF is belaboring the 
deeds and principles of the Manning Gov- 
ernment and endeavoring to replace it. In 
Saskatchewan, the CCF is offering the 
Manning Government the sincerest form of 
flattery through imitation. 

Alberta people will doubtless bear this 
peculiar situation in mind when they go 
to the polls August . 


Judges’ Salaries 


The matter of judges’ salaries has 
again been aired in the House of Commons. 
Speaking to a bill purporting to allow 
judges to divide their annuities with 
their wives or to provide that their wid- 
ows receive a pension, several members 
cited the fact that it was becoming next to 
impossible to fill vacancies on the bench 
because the best lawyers could not afford 
to take these judicia! posts. 

On this point, both the administration 
and its critics appear to be in agreement. 
Judges’ salaries are not attractive enough 
to secure the best appointments to the 
judiciary. Therefore it is to be expected 
that we shall slowly acquire a markedly 
inferior bench, that one of the most vital 
jobs in the national structure will sooner 
or later be filled by men of mediocre abil- 
ity or even of no ability at all 

To this argument the department of 
justice makes the reply that while all thi 
may be true le to 
judges’ emoluments beause Canadian 
aries are frozen and no exceptions may 
made. 

It would be hard to excel the stupid 
formalism of such a statement. 

Which is more important, the ngidity 
of the salaries rule or the degradation of 
the bench? 

Which would be more difficult 
handle, a few job-holders who fee] they 
are the objects of discrimination or a de- 
cline in our standards and practice of jJus- 
tice which are just about our most price- 
less possession” 

The salaries rule can be handled with 
little difficulty. But once the bench is de- 
graded by the intrusion of

John Bracken has 
finally, openly and plainly, endorsed the 
McTague statement which called for im- 
mediate compulsory selective service for 
overseas. 

It is difficult to understand Mr. 
Bracken’s apparent hesitation. For one 
would think that a party in opposition 
would seize eagerly upon a viewpoint 
which is held by a tremendous majority of 
the Canadian people. 

And there is no doubt that the Can- 
adian people are overwhelmingly in favor 
of conscription for overseas service. 

They feel it is unfair that only the most 
valorous of the young men should have 
to bear the burden of the fighting and 
suffer the dangers of actual conflict. 

Overseas conscription is a principle in- 
separable from democracy. For if democ- 
racy confers equal privileges, it must de- 
mand equa! responsibilities and sacrificies. 

It is unfortunate, from the viewpoint 
of Progressive Conservatives, that Mr. 
Bracken’s long hesitation in this matter 
has minimized the merit that lies in em- 
bracing the principle.

In 
recent years, of course. the army 


has been the dominant faction 

Out of ail the information pro- 
vided by these talks. by the ex- 
change of opinions of great diver- 
sity, came a decision. This decision 
was always solidified and then an- 
pounced at a conclave of gauleiters 
—ward heelers—from every section 
of the country 

It was inevitable that serious dis- 
agreements would occur between 
various factions, sections and indi- 
viduals. But when the decision was 
taken it was not Hitler's but collec- 
tive. The objectors usually bowed 
to the will of the top planners. 
When they refused they were re- 
moved from their posts 

It so happens that @ session with 
the top planners was either just 
over or just concluding when Hitler 
was attacked. The whole military 
situation was undoubtedly given the 
closest scrutiny at this meeting. 
This top planning board has no illu- 
sions about the war. It long ago de- 
cided, according to people who 
know Germany and the regime in- 
timately, that the war was lost. The 
question of whether Germany 
would sue for peace in order to 
prepere for the next war was no 
longer a point of debate. The only

Was this attack upon Hiller, then, 


and make peace now, as the Nazis 
intimate, or was it simply an out- 
burst of impatience by a Minority 
of disgruntled officers who found 
themselves in disagreement with 
the decision which the planning 
boerd made?

They regard the idea that there 
is a distinction to be made between 


the Nazi party and the German 
army as fallacious—an illusion

periodic firing of German generals 
by Adolf Hitler. These generals 
however, were dismissed in fact by 
the high command itself for strictly 
military reasons, in the opinion of 
informed observers. The firin was

If this summation of the German 
system is accurate, then the ques 
tion which may have been debated 
at the recent meetings of the top 
planners was when to sue for 
peace. The decision which could 
have impelled the disgruntled min- 
ority into violent action would 
have been one which was for fur- 
ther prolongation of the war 

The top planners never went to 
much trouble to keep their master- 
plan a secret. If they failed in thus 
atiempt at world conquest they 
would try again after this war was 
concluded. Part of their plan was 
so to bleed their opponents even in 
victory that our wil) to fight an- 
other war with them would be des- 
troyed. This would require that 
they exact the most fearful casual 
ties possible before they staged 
some kind of bogus revolution and 
made peace. Except for the Rus- 
sians, who have suffered terribly. 
they have not as yet inflicted im- 
portant casuallies upon the armies 
of the democracies 

It may well be that the heavy 
losses the Germans themselves have 
suffered has impaired their own 
will to carry their fiendish scheme 
through to the end and led to the 
attempt on Hitler's life 

Whatever happens to Hitler and 
his top-ranking Nazis is, in the last 
analysis, not of paramount import 
ance. Mr. Churchill, in his notable 
speech on the surrender of Italy, 
put the issue facing us very clear- 
ly. The Nazi regime must be com. 
pletely destroyed. But we must 
root out and destroy as well the 
Prussian Junker military caste 
which yields nothing whatever to 
Hitler in its genius for evil. Un 
less the German miltarists share 
the fate of Hitler and all his gang. 
we will have only postponed and 
left unsolved the German problem. 
Two wars within a generation have 
at least taught us that lesson. The 
militarists fooled us once, but we 
must not be fooled this time by @ 
fake revolution or even by a whole

Just as he turn- 
ed from political isolation to col- 
lective security, Mr. Roosevelt is 
becoming now the leader of ail 
those forces which seek a world 
society, which know that the mod- 
ern world of its organic nature 


must be united in freedom and 


slavery. He is the sponsor of a 
new League of Nations, he is the 
chief architect of plans for the 
relief of ruined nations, of a world 
nutrition program. of currency 
stabilization, of tariff reduction, of 
maximum inter national trade. 
While the great interna! reiorms of 
the New Dea! remain an enduring 
monument, he has left behind its 
original fallacy of self-containment, 
and his economic policies have

It is in this phase and at the 
beginning of his greatest work that 
the American people will judge 
him in the autumn election. The 
people's opinion of him, his poli- 
tical assets and liabilities, and the 
issues of the campaign are not yet 
‘clear. But it is clear that in deter- 
mining the future of Mr. Roosevelt 
the American veople will be voting 
by proxy for the whole democratic 
world. This man does not belong 
to the American people alone. 
Like the other great statesmen of 
his nation, like Washington, Jeffer- 
sop, Lincoln and Wilson, whose 
heir he is, Mr. Roosevelt belongs 
to humanity, which will remember 
him so long as history is written.

His story was short but not sweet 
and he referred to it as “the most 
heartbreaking incident in American 
history”. 

A member of the 2ist Pursuit 
Squadron at Bataan he told of the 
desperate and hopeless resistance 
of American troops and of their 
ultimate surrender .to the enemy. 
“Even after we had surrendered 
and our white flags were clearly 
visible the Japs bombed and strafed 
us,” he said. 

April 9, 1942, he was captured by 
the enemy and 361 days later, Acril 
4, 1943, he and nine other officers 
escaped from Camp O'Donnell 
prison camp and made their way to 
friendly troops. During those 361 
days he witnessed and experienced 
humiliation and torture that is al- 
most unbelievable.
